Will Football Be Curtailed Next Year? 


Says Athletic Director Harry Hughes: "If football is con- 
tinued at all next season, it will be between nearby schools on 
"home bases” with more intramurals.” 


Says Coach Julius Wagner: “Lack of facilities to travel 
is likely to very seriously curtail football next year. If we were 
not able to scare up some private transportation we would have 
a hard time playing out our schedule this year. Next year 
there may not be anyone who will want to drive his car to foot- 
ball games even if he has a car.” 


Says Coach Maurice Elder: “One guess is as good as an- 
other, but if 18-year-old boys are drafted there won't be any 
intercollegiate football next year.” 


The record shows: In 1917 the Aggies played an eight- 
game schedule. In 1918 they played two games—against 
Denver University and Colorado University.
